Hotel Oxford, ashionable Hostelery of
Portiand Scene of the Disaster—Oc-
cupants Dragged From Their Rooms
By Firemen and the Police.

Portland, Nov. 3.—But for the timely
discovery of fire in the basement of
the Oxford hotel building asbout 4
o'elock this morning it is probable that
serious loss of life would have aceom-
panied  the  property  destruction
through the flames that almost eom-
pletely burned aut the lower portion
of the building early this morning.

As it was, the scene was one of the
most spectacular ever witnessed in the
city, when the 50 or more occupants of
the upper roms of the hotel were
either dragged from their beds by fire.
men and policemen or literally choocked
into wakyful by the dense columns
of smoke from below, that poured into
ever room and hallway. The property
loss is about $40.000.

The Oxford is one of the fashionable
hotels of the city, and nearly all of its
56 rooms were occupied, among the in-
mates being many ladies and gentle-
men of wealth, It is believed that ev-
eryone in the building was asleep when
the fire broke out in the basement of
the store-room wvecupied by the Port-
land Safe Company.
